In fact 
it seems to be the pin pose ot the Demociatio 
lenders to win their fight it possible by in- 
sisting that theio 13 a luck of haiinony in 
the Ilepublioau paily 
They would like to 


create sufficient dissension to enable one or 
two candidates to slip through, but the Re- 
publicans of the county are cognizant of the 
situation and are awaiting until election day 
to show their opponents how fruitless are 
thur efforts in this direction. The nomina- 
tion of Hon. Hampton \V Rice was a par- 
ticularly bitter pill to the Democracy. They 
telt sure that party trouble would ensue 
with either Rice or Shoemaker on the ticket. 
Finding thnt their hopes failed to material- 
ize they aio now endeavoring to make capi- 
tal out of tlie fact that the Prohibitionists have 
endoiscd Mr. Rico. In the meantime there 
is danger that the very names of their owii 
candidates will be forgotten before the elec- 
tion takes place. 


The momentary interest excited in Twin- 


ing's independent venture has died out, 
which indicates that Republicans generally 
are getting in line to vote a straight county 
ticket. Several things have occurred to 
arouse Republican indignation. 
One has 


been the effort of the Demociats to create 
discord, already referred to, and the other 
is the course pursued by the Doyleslown 
Intelligencer, which seems to be aiding the 
Democrats by intimating that the ticket Ig 
not one worthy of support throughout 
All 


these things will only have a tendency to 
make Republicans more alert and active in 
getting out a full vote. 


October civil court convened on Monday 


with quite an array of cases on the list, but 
a great many of them will be continued or 
settled. A case in which the public was 
concerned was that of a number of taxpayers 
against ex-County Commissioners Vande- 
guft, Wismerand Strohm. The taxpayers 
had appealed from the report of the County 
Auditors, taking exceptions to a bill for 
public printing and to money expended by 
the Commissioners and their clerk in pur- 
suance of their official duties. 
The principal 


matter, however, was the printing of the 
election ballots for 1896. The case was 
settled without going to a jury, the Commis- 
sioners confessing judgment for $920 and 
costs. Their counsel stated that incurring 
this bill the Board hod acted with entire 
honesty, believing that they were paying a 
fair price for the ballots. In regard to cer- 
tain expenses incurred by the Commissioners 
the matter was not pressed. It has come to 
be recognized that in the past ten or fifteen 
years there has been a vast increase in the 
work devolving upon these county officials. 
For this reason money is spent which might 
not be permissible under a strict interpreta- 
tion of the law. It is honestly spent, how- 
ever, for it If ould be a physical impossibility 
for one clerk to transact all the business of 
the Board. There will be no harsh criticism 
of the Commissioners involved in the law- 
suit over these matters, as their integrity is 
unimpeachable. 


Doylestown wag a point of interest to a 


great many horsemen an Monday, when a sale' 
of blooded stock took place at Robert Steel's 
fine stock farm west of town, a portion of 
which was the old fair grounds years ago. 
Mr. Steel is a breeder of trotting stock, and 
has been very successful in the business.

SCHOOL 30AKD MEETS AND DISCOS8ES THE AB- 


V18ABILITT OF 8TOPPIKO BASE BALL—LACK 


OP INTEREST IN POLITICS—SLAP AT CAPTAIN 


EDWARDS—OANO OF TUEIVES IHJOWH. 
The regular meeting of the school board 


was hold on last Monday evening at the 
school house. New spelling books were or- 
dered for the lower gradea, and this will un- 
doubtedly please the little people, who have 
had nothing but their readers to serve in 
this capacity 


There was some discussjon as ti» the advis- 


ability of prohibiting the playing of base 
ball on the school commons. Although there 
was no formal complaint made to the board, 
the principal,, Mr. Barron, stated that a 
complaint had been made lo him because of 
a paling having been broken from the fence 
across the street. While the board took no 
action in the matter, Mr. Barron stated that 
Mr. Brannen had given his permission to 
play ball on his meadow adjoining the school 
common, and that they would play there in- 
stead of in the school yard, unless the board 
especially sanctioned playing in the latter 
place. The directors being unwilling to take 
any action in the matter, the boys will prob- 
ably confine their ball playing to Mr. Bran- 
nen's meadow for the balnnoe of the season. 


Whether the board should sanction the 


ball games on the common remains to be 
seen; but (ho popular opinion is that prohi- 
bition is unreasonable. Au old resident of 
the borough stated Monday that ball playing 
had been permitted there from the days he 
attended the school, and he saw no reason 
why ft change should be made now. It is 
certain Jhftt lie property in the vicinity of 
the school house has remained practically in 
its present condition for the past five years, 
and no serious damage has been done by the 
ball games or any other sports. Would it 
not be better for the directors to pay for an 
occasional broken fence paling, rather than 
to thus curtail the children's privileges ? 


Residents of the borough in the vicinity of 


the school need to exercise som<) forbear- 
ance, and not to forget the days when they 
too, were children. They should also um- 
derstand that the borough owns (he streets, 
that individual ownership and control stops 
at the street line, ani that the school child- 
ren, so long as they aie orderly, have the 
same rights on the sidewalks in front of res- 
idences, that the residents themselves enjoy. 


There is a notable absence of interest in 


political affairs considering the nearness of 
election day; at least but little political talk 
ia heard on the streets and in the stores. The 
Quay arrest bos had the effect of stirring up 
some Republicans, but not exactly in the 
manner intended by those who did the trick, 


Instead of alienating voters from the State 


and Legislative tickets, both Quay and Anti- 
Quay adherents realize that W. A. Stone and 
not M. S. Quay is the party's gubernatorial 
candidate, and that he is his own master and 
has a political record above reproach. 


In their desperation for campaign capital 


some Democrats here have started the report 
that Captain Edwards is opposed to trolley 
roads, some even going so far as to say that 
he is employed by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company. It can be stated here on the best 
authority that he was never in the employ 
of the P. R R., and his record in trolley 
matters is too well known to require any ex 
planatioa. He procured permission of the 
owners of real estate adjoining the turnpike 
between Bristol and Tullytown for the Phila- 
delphia and Trenton Road and labored inde- 
fatigably to push the road through this bor- 
ough. That the personal relations between 
him and Mr. flaw, who is alleged to have 
blocked the road near Croydon, were seri- 
ously strained, can be attested by one ol 
Tullytown's citizens who witnessed a heated 
discussion between these two gentlemen, 
which was k direct result of the efforts o! 
Captain Edwards in behalf of the trolley 
road. No man on the ticket is more deserv- 
ing of the support and suffrage of all cititens 
of the county than Frank 0. Edwards, and 
it is believed that his friends and neighbors 
here will give him a large vote in apprecia- 
tion of his sterling integrity and honesty of 
purpose.

Wanamaker with the knowledge of the over 
issue of stock of the Keystone Bank, and with 
knowledge of demands made on Cily Ireosurer 
John Bardsley for deposit of oily funds in 
tho bank to meet his obligations. I charge 
llmt, us a member ot tho Voting Hoard ol 
tho Philadelphia and Heading Railroad, lie 
entered into a bargain with John C. Lucas, 
the provident of the Keystone Hank, thai 
Wuuamaker should furnish inside informa- 
tion rcguiding the upu aud downs of Heading 
.stock, aud that Lucas was to furnish the 
money. There were issued forged certifi- 
cates of stock of that bank with which to 
keep up this corrupt negotiation "

In commenting on these allegations Mr, 


Wanamaker says it is difficult to understand 
the accusations he intends to make, but if 
Senator Penrose will make his charges iu 
writing he will promptly issue a warrant ol 
arrest, that as his speech was only an oral 
utterance, the ex-Postmaster General's at- 
torneys have very graciously advised him 
that it would be very unsatisfactory to try 
and convict under the circumstances. 


Mr. Wanamaker also makes the following 


threat. 


I have learned that the Quay managers 


have concocted a libelous article against me 
based upon the affairs of the Keystone Bank 
and in the line of Senator Penrose's speech 
of last night, and that it has been put in the 
form of plate matter for newspaper publica 
tion. I give public notice to all persons con- 
cerned that I will prosecute promptly and to 
the fullest extent of the law whoever shal 
be guilty of the printing and circulation o: 
such libelous matter. 


It is not likely that his intended scare 


will have much effect. His villify ing speeches 
have been printed by newspapers in general 
and if a defense is made iu the shape o: 
counter charges, whiah newspaper publisher! 
believe to be entirely authentic, it will in al 
probability be printed, notwithstanding Mr 
Wanamaker's threat.

Valley Advance gives a coirect insight into- 
the character of the departwl physician: 


U has not been veiy innny jears since Ihe 


tiavolcr who passed through this neighbor- 
hood might have met on Ihc public ruatl or 
Home quiet lime, a ccrtuin ulil fiBliioncrt 
phuilon, drawn by a large yellow horse. Ihc 
occupant of this vehicle was a scholarly 
looking man, who fiequently allowed the 
horse to lake its own way, while he rend in- 
tently book or newspaper as lie went slowly 
along. 


The school children knew the hoise, the 


phioton aud Ihe man, for they were sure of 
a ''lilt" if they coukKoicct Dr. Richard Din- 
gee on his rounds. The parents knew him, 
tor no day was too hot or sultry, no night 
was so bleak or sUrmy as to cause him to 
turn a deaf ear to the cause of the sick aud 
Ihe suffering. 
The poor and the needy 


knew him best of all, for his skill and ripe 
experience was theirs "without money aud 
without price." 
His wife ofteu laughingly 


observed that "the doctor was most particu- 
lar about making callb on those who could 
not pay him." 


After years of hearty service in the cause 


of humanity, tho evening of his life was 
freed from the necessity of "caring for the 
morrow" and he devoted his time to read- 
ing, study and the enjoyment of his own 
home. 


Ihere was in Dr. Diugee a capacity for 


quiet humor, which was often very divert- 
ing. 
It was worth a ride of five miles to see 


the twinkle in his eye as he told with delici- 
ous emphasis how ''in one of Ms drives, he 
spied a little darkey on the road, and on 
saying to him, 'good morning, little niggle, 
how is you to-day?' 
the youngster rolled up 


the whites of his eyes and promptly replied" 
'good morning ornery white folks, how's 
yousef?' " But this was only one phase of 
the man. One very stormy night the Doctor 
became greatly exercised lest a certain poor 
colored family in his neighborhood might be 
suffering for the want of food, in the morn- 
ing his good wife filled a bag with bacon and 
other provisions and without waiting for the 
roads to be broken this cheerful philosopher 
laid the bag across his shoulders and started 
off through a quarter of mile of snow drifts 
to the humble cabin of his neighbor.
